Washington, November 19.—full- 
ing after three attempts to ratify 
the peacé treaty, the senate late 
tonight laid it aside, ended the 
special session and went home. 

Two of the ratification votes were 
td@en on the resolution drafted by 
the republican majority containing 
reservations, which President Wil- 
son had told democratic senators in 
a letter earlier in the day, would 
mean nullification of the treaty. 
On each of the votes most of the 
democratic supporters of the treaty 
voted against ratification. 


First Vote 38 to 55. 

The first vote on the resolution 
stood 39 to 55 against. 
second vote, taken after seevral 
hours of parliamentary wrangling, 
in which the démocrats made vain 
efforts to win over some of the rer 
publican. roup of mild reservation:

Lodge Says Action Final. 

Republican Leader Lodge declared 
‘today’s- voting: constituted a final 
decision on the peace treaty unless 
President Wilson circumvented the 
senate rules by withdrawing it 
‘and then submitting it again to the 
senate. -In other quarters there 
was some difference of opinion, but 
‘the general] sentiment seemed to be 

that there was onlya slender chance 
' that the treaty would come up at 
the beginning of the next session of 
congress, beginning next month. 

One effect of the senate’s failure 
to ratify the treaty will be the con- 
tinuation of various war-time laws 
and regulations at Jeast until the 
new session opens. Among these is 
'the war-time prohibition act. 

The resolution presented tonight 
to declare a state of peace will

Meanwhile reports from virtually 
all sources were of a vanishing sup- 
ply of bituminous coal as the min- 
ers remained firm in their disposi- 
tion to await announcement of an

“Well, we must bear in mind that 
the Lever act guarantees a reason- 
able profit, on the production of 
fuel,” returned Dr. Garfield.

Forgot Precedent. 


The senate late in the night vot- 
ed, 47 to 27, to adjourn sine die. In 
the general excitement it failed to 
follow the time-honored precedent 
of appointing a committee to wait 
upon the president and notify him 
of its intention to adjourn. 

The senate also adjourned with- 
out having read President Wilson’s 
message vetoing the bill of Senator 
Cummins restoring the interstate 
commerce commission’s rate-making 
powers. 

Senator Lodge after adjournment 
declared, “The treaty 1s dead, so 
far as this senate is concerned.” 

Republican leaders said the sen- 
ate need not advise the president 
of its action, nor return the treaty 
to him with formal notice.

“The president may withdraw it 
when the senate reconvenes,” Sen- 
ator Lodge said, “and, of course, he 
can then resubmit it in the next 
session.

Vote on Second. 


The vote on the second rejection 
of the Lodge resolution was 41 for 
adoption and 51 against, léss than 
the requisite two-thirds and also 
less than a majority: , 

The opposing democrats were 
joined by the. thirteen republicans— 
Borah, Brandegee, Fernald, France. 
Gronna, Johnson (California), Knox, 
LaFollette, HeCormick, Moses, Nor- 
ris, Poindexter and Sherman. 

As soon as the Lodge resolution 
was voted down the second time 
the senate began voting on an un- 
reserved ratification resolution pre- 
sented by Senator Underwood, dem- 
ocrat, Alabama. 

Thirty-four republicans and sev- 
en Democrats—Gore, Myers, Owen, 
Pomerene, Shields, Smith (Georgia). 
and Walsh (Massachusetts)—voted 
for adoption of the Lodge resolution 
on the second roll call. 


Unreserved Ratification Loses. 


Unreserved ratification also was 
defeated, the mild reservation re- 
publicans voting against it. 

The vote rejecting unqualified 
ratification was 38 !for adoption and 
53 against, . 

Advocates of unqualified ratifica- 
tion included 37 democrats and one 
republican, McCumber, 

Seven democrats, Gore, Reed, 
Shields, Smith (Georgia), Thomas, 
Trammell and Walsh, Massachusetts, 
voted with the republicans in oppo- 
sition. 

Says State of War Over. 

After disposing of the treaty Sen- 
ator Lodge introduced a resolution 
proposing that congress declare the 
war with Germany at an end. The 
resolution was referred to the for- 
eign relations committee. 

The Lodge resolution which would 
require assent of the house, declares 
that the actual hositility of the Ger- 
man government recited in the 
American declaration of war had 
ceased, that an armistice has been 
signed and proposed that congress 
declare that the “state of war is 
hereby declared at an end.”

Conciliation Move Defeated. 

A democratic move to have the 
treaty referred to a conciliation 
committee of democrats and repub- 
licans was defeated, the mild reser- 
vationists again lining up solidly 
with the other republicans. 

The motion was made by Sena- 
tor Pomerene. democrat, Ohio, and 
would have provided that:a com: 
mittee of six, including Senators 
Lodge and Hitchcock, be appointed 
by the vice president to draft a 
compromise. 

All Efforts Fail. 


A new effort to secure considera- 
tion of substitute reservations was 
made by Senator Hitehcock, who 
presented a motion to recommit the 
treaty to the committee of the 
whole, with instructions to report 
his proposed reservations. 

Senator Hitchcock’s motion to re- 
tommit was voted down with the 
usual lineup. | 

The senate voted, 48 to 42, in ta- 
bling Senator Pomerene’s motion 
to appoint a conciliation commit- 
tee. All of the republicans present 
except Senator McCumber, who did 
not vote, voted the motion down, 
and were joined by Senators Reed 
and Shields, democrats. 

The vote on the Hitchcock motion 
was 50'to 41 

Smith Seeks Compromise. 


Senator Smith, democratic, Georgia, 
who had voted for ratification with 
the republicans, made a plea for a 
compromise and moved that the sen- 
ate adjourn until tomorrow to per- 
mit negotiations between the two 
sides. The motion was voted down. 

The Lodge resolution to declare 
peace with Germany, which is a 
concurrent measure, requiring ap- 
proval of the house but, according 
to general practice, no action by the 
president, follows: 


Lodge Resolution. 


“Whereas, by resolution of con- 
gress, adopted April 6, 1917, and 
by reason of acts committed by the 
then German government, a state of 
war was declared to exist between 
that government and the United 
States; and, 

“Whereas, the said acts of the 
German government have long since 
ceased; and, 

“Whereas, by an armistice signed 
November 11, 1918, hostilities be- 
tween Germany and the allied and 
associated powers weer terminated; 
and, 

“Whereas, by the terms of the 
treaty of Versailles, Germany is to 
be at peace with all the nations en- 
razed in war against her whenever 
three governments, designated there- 
in, have ratified said treaty; now, 
therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, by the senate (the 
house of representatives concurring) 
that the said state of war be- 
tween Germany and the United 
is hereby declared to be at 
an. end.” 

The resolution was referred to the 
committee on foreign rélations 
without discussion. 

Republicans Blamed. 

Blame for the present. situation 
in the ‘senate was placed upon the 
the republicans by Senator Under- 
wood, democrat, of Alabama, who 
called upon them to go to the coun- 
try with the “assimiliated issue” 
and said there would be no question 
of the people’s vérdict. While the 
Alabama senator was speaking, 
Senator Swanson, democrat, of Vir- 
ginia, was busily engaged in con- 
ferences upon the floor with Sen- 
ators Lodge and Watson, in an ap- 
parent eleventh hour attempt Lo 
bring about a compromise. 

Senator Underwood said that the 
American people demand peace at 
the hands, of the senate. 

“This side of the chamber,” he 
said, pointing to the democratic 
side, “is not responsible to the 
country for the action the senate 
may take. The control is in the 
hands of the republicans. The re- 
publican party is responsible to the 
people for the peace of the nation. 
What a spectacle is presented to 
the nation tonight by the way the 
republicans are exercising the pow- 
er entrusted to them by the people 
of the United States.” 


Changes Minority Rule. 


Senator Underwood said that the 
Lodge resolution in the vote taken 
upon it tonight received only a 
little more than one-third of the 
membership, the vote being, 
said, a repudiation of the exercise 
the republicans. ‘He

Senator Underwood urged all sen- 
ators who had voted against . the 
Lodge resolution to “repudiate it.” 
He then explained what future pro- 
cedure could be had.

Senator Underwood de- 
clared. “The vice president already 
has ruled correctly that we have 
that right. But a majority of the 
senate destroyed his ruling. When 
this resolution (of Senator Lodge) is 
voted down again we must face the 
fact whether a partisan majority, 
which intends to destroy this treaty, 
can be controlled, and by indirect 
measures say to the senate ‘You 
shall ratify as we'present it, or not 
at all.’ 


Issue Up to People. 


“This is the issue,” Senator Un- 
derwood added. “I am prepared to 
meet it and the American people 
will Know who is to ratify this 
treaty, and who is to destroy it.’

Adjournment Effort Fails. 


An effort by Democratic Leader 
Hitehecock to have the senate ad- 
journ at this stage failed, the mild 
reservationists lining up with the 
other, republicans against the ad- 
journment' motion. 

The vote on the motion to recon- 
sider was 62 to 30, 

Senator Hitchcock sought to offer 
a set of compromise reservations, 
but a point of order by Republican 
Leader Lodge blocked him. Vice 
President Marshall ruled that the 
reservations were in order and that 
the treaty. by the reconsideration, 
had been brought back into commit- 
tee of the whole. Senator Lodge 
appealed from the ruling. 


Overmiles Ruling. 


By a vote of 50 to 43 the senate 
overruled the vice president’s ruling 
that amendments to the Lodge res- 
ervation might be presented. Sen- 
ator McCumber, republican, North 
Dakota, voted with the democrats 
to sustain the vice president, and 
Senators Gore, Reed and Shields 
voted with the republicans against 
it. 

The vote having established that 
the treaty was in the senate itself 
and not in committee of the whole, 
Senator Hitchcock offered a resolu- 
tion of unreserved ratification, 
against which Senator Poinflexter, 
republican, of Washington, made a 
new point of order. ‘The vice pres- 
ident overruled the objection and 
an appeal again was taken. 
‘The senate again overruled 
chair. 

Parliamentary Dispute. 


After the two votes cutting off 
amendments proposed by the dem- 
ocrats, a parliamentary dispute de- 
veloped in which Senator Robinson, 
democrat of Arkansas, declared that 
the majority had trampled the sen- 
ate rules. Senator Lenroot, repu- 
lican = of Wisconsin denied the 
charge and declared that the prac- 
tice followed and the votes taken 
were sustained by all precedent. 
Senator Lenroot added that amend- 
reservations could be 
reached by a motion to reconsider 
each separate reservation. 

Senator McCumber moved to 
strike out the requirement that the 
reservations must be accepted by 
other powers. Senator Lodge made 
a point of order, which Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall - overruled, and an- 
other appeal to the _ senate 
taken. 

With the same line-up as before 
the senate again overturned the vice 
thus cutting off 
the McCumber motion. 

The vote was 50 to 43. 

A letter from President Wilson ad- 
vising administration senators to 
vote against ratification of the trea- 
ty with the foreign relations com- 
mittee reservations was laid before 
a conference of administration sen- 
ate forces. today by Democratic 
Leader Hitchcock. 

The committee program. the 
president wrote, would provide not 
for ratification, “but rather for the 
nullification of the treaty.” 

The conference had been called 
te decide upon the final administra- 
tion tactics ‘in the fignhc for rati- 
fiestina which is expected to vome 
to an eod today or tomorrow. Aft- 
er the president's letter was read 
there were indications. that unless 
a conipromise could be effected the 
admiristration senators would line 
- almost solidly against ratifica- 
tion. ;

President’s Letter. 

The president's letter, addressed 
to Senator Hitchcock and dated 
yesterday, follows: 

‘My Dear Senator: 

“You were good enough to bring me 
word that the democratic senators sup- 
porting the treaty expected to hold a con- 
ference before the-final vote on the Lodge 
resolution of ratification and that they 
would be glad to receive a word of coun- 
sel from me, 

‘TI should hesitate to offer it in any 
detail, but I assume that the senators only 
desire my judgement upon the all important 
question of the final vote on the resolu- 
tion containing the many reservations of 
Senator Lodge. On that I cannot hesitate, 
for in my

Republican Leader Lodge in a 
formal statement predicted the sen- 
ate would “not obey the orders” 
of President Wilson with regard to 
the treaty. 


“The senate has equal power and 
responsibility with the president in 
the making of treaties, said Sen- 
ator Lodge. “They will not, in my 
opinion, obey the orders of the 
president, who undertakes to com- 
mand the senate to ratify the 
treaty without the § reservations, 
adopted by a large majority of the 
senate, which Americanize it and 
make it safe for the United States. 
What he commands will not, in my 
judgment, be done.” 


Democrats Stand Firm. 


Decision of democratic friends of 
the treaty to vote against a rati- 
fication resolution containing the 
Lodge reservations was reaffirmed 
at the conference of democrats. 
Senator Hitchcock said enough 
democrats to insure its defeat had 
agreed to vote against the Lodge 
resolution. 

No compromise plan was drafted 
by the democrats, but it was sug- 
gested that after the prospective. 
defeat of the Lodge resolution, a 
committee of democrats would be 
appointed to confer with the repub- 
licajns to that end. 

While the democratic senators 
were meeting Republican Leader 
Lodge held a conference with Will 
H. Hays, chairman of the republi 
can national committee. 


Presents Resolution. 


Immediately the senate met. Sen- 
ator Lodge formally presented the 
resolution of ratification centain- 
ing the fifteen reservations adopted 
by a majority of the senate. 

Although the democrats’ stand 
was. declared in republican quar- 
ters to have diminished the chances 
of a compromise. it was learned a 
proposal modify the preamble 
reservatior@pf the committee so the 
reservatio 3 would not have to 
have affiri ative acceptance by the 
other powtrs had been under seri- 
ous consideration by the republican 
leaders. 

At the outset Senator Lodge asked 
unanimous consent for an immedi- 
ate vote on unqualified ratification. 
Administration Leader’ Hitchcock 
said the democrats’ preferred. to 
wait until the Lodge resolution 
had been voted on. Senator Lodge 
then withdrew his request for un- 
reserved ratification and the de- 
bate on the Lodge resolution be- 
gan. 

Considers Pledges. 


Senator Hitchcock said the dem- 
ocrats were of the belief that the 
vote on unqualified ratifi tion 
should be taken after, and not be- 
fore, the Lodge resolution was dis- 
posed of. 

“A number of senators are com- 
mitted to the Lodge reservations,” 
he said, “and it would not be kind- 
ly to propose now, when senators 
are bound by pledges, a resolution 
of unreserved ratification.” 

Senator Hitchcock added that aft- 
er a vote on the Lodge resolution 
he would be glad to get unanimous 
consent to offer a resolution of un- 
qualified ratification. 

Senator Lodge said if the demo- 
crats did not desire to vote at 
once on unqualified ratification he 
would withdraw his request. 

“There have been no pledges by 
senators,,”” Senator Lodge added. 


“The reservations were adopted by | 


free, undictated votes of senators 
and, in my opinion, they will not be 
modified by any talk of with- 
drawal.” 


Hoke Smith Opens Debate. 


Debate was opened by Senator 
Smith, democrat, Georgia, who an- 
nounced that while he did not ap- 
prove of all the reservations and 
the resolution was “unfortunate in 
its language,” he considered them 
an improvement over the treaty 
and added that he would support 
them. He said he “declined to al- 
low his views to be controlled by 
anyone else,” but the treaty, “with 
these reservations is vastly better 
than the treaty without them,” for 


the reservations “free the treaty 
from language of uncertainty.” 

The reservation for Article X, he 
said, is not as strong as he de- 
sired. “I shall vote for the resolu- 
tion and the reservations that have 
been presented, though I would. be 
gratified in many respects to see 
them ‘changed, Senator Smith de- 
clared. 

Assails Wilson Statement. 

Assailing President Wilson's 
statement that the proposed reser- 
vations nullify the treaty, Senator 
Lenroot, republican, Wisconsin, said 
the time had passed when _ the 
American people could be deceived 
by such statements. 

“I would resign my _ seat,” said 
Senator Lenroot, “rather than vote 
to ratify the treaty with the ar- 
ticle ten obligation unchanged, as 
the president asks us to ratify it.” 

Senator Knox, republican, Penn- 
sylvania, of the § irreconciliable 
group, said if complete defeat of the 
treaty could not be accomplished he 
desired to make it as acceptable as 
possible. 

Senator Lodge asked that Presi- 
dent Wilson’s letter advising ad- 
ministration ‘democrats to vote 
against the Lodge ratification pro- 
Sram be printed in the Record, add- 
ing:

Music’s Magic Art Transplants 


Atlantans to Rome for Night 


“Praise ye the Lord, for the Lord 
is good; sing,ye to His name, for it 
is sweet; whatsoever the Lord 
pleased He hath done, in heaven 
and in earth.” 

“Laudate Dominum” sang. the 
Vatican choristers, and as the Pa- 
lestrina motette for five voices— 
under Maestro Casimiri’s directien 
—resounded through the vast audi- 
torium last ‘night, music’s magic 
art created an atmosphere not of 
the earth, Haut of heaven. 

Before many (‘in that audience 
loomed pictures of the great 
churches of ancient Rome—memo- 
ries of hours spent in wandering 
through those majestic buildings’ 


gazing in wonder and admiration 
upon the masterpieces of mural de- 
corations—the work of Michaei 
Angelo, Boiticelli and others— 
while perhaps from a distant ghoir 
room or chapel came the sound of 
music—boys and men singing’s “a 
capella” in hymns of praise to God. 
Visions of Angels. 


To others no doubt arose visions 
of angels flying over the world 
singing “Glory to God in the High- 
est’ while shepherds watched their 
sheep by night. As melody rose 
above melody, and harmonies inter- 
twined with harmonies—soprano, 
alto, tenor and bass voices in anti- 
phony or in unison—with every 
possible graduatian of tone and cot- 
oring aroused the audience and 
lifted them above the commonplace 
into the realms: supernal. 

Under Maestro Casimiri’s direction 
the chorus of fifty voices, composed 
of boys (some of them such little fel- 
lows, too, so small their feet would 
not touch the floor when they sat in 
the chairs upon the platform) and 
young men and older men, became 
an instrument upon which he played 
with Such artistry that the effects 
obtained were simply undreamed of 
—except in ecstatic visions which we 
sometimes have or have read of 
saints having in the olden days. 

In the exquisitely rendered re- 
sponse for four voices by Vittoria, 
and the Ave Maria by the same com- 
poser, the interpretations were inde- 
seribably beautiful. By delicate 
shadings of. tone, perfect intonation, 
accuracy of attack, and simultaneous 
endings, the work of these singers 
stands out as an example of what 
is possible in choral work. 

Ave Maria Repeated. 


While their program consisted for 
the most part of the motets ot 
Palestrina and Vittoria, of the Ro- 
man and Spanish schools, an ar- 
rangemént for six voices by the 
director was most inspiring. Their 
singing of this number and of the 
Ave Maria by Vittoria was ap- 
plauded until the Maestro graciously 
responded with an encore, repeating 
the Ave Maria, which was indeed

Slate Has Prepared Sum- 
mary of All Hunting 
Laws for the Benefit of 
Sportsmen. 


Thousands of hunters through- 
out the state will sally forth this 
morning, armed with shotguns and 
attended by dogs, and hundreds of 
quail will fall in every county be- 
fore sundown. 
in Georgia opens today. The weath- 
er is most favorable for the spart 
and the game commissioner reports 
that birds are plentiful. 

Not only are the native birds to 
be found in abundance, but,’ since 
the recent cold spell began, migra- 
tory birds have made their appear- 
ance in Jarge numbers. ‘The flight 
of ducks southward is said to be 
unusually heavy. Deer are to be 
found in greater numbers than in 
years in the southeastern counties, 
and even bear have been killed re- 
cently in the Okefeenokee swamp 
and in the swamps along the Alta- 
maha river. 
~“ In spite of the heavy rains of the 
early summer, quail ure reported to 
be more numerous than usual in 
néarly all sections of the state. 

As there has been some misunder- 
standing among sportmen as to the 
requirements of the state law and 


the federal law protecting migra- 
tory birds, Commissioner Sam J. 
Slate has prepared a summary of 


all the hunting laws for their in- | 


It follows: 
Summary of Laws, 

“This department is chapeed with 
enforcement of the state Idw, and so far 
as the state game and fish department is 
concerned the state law will be enforced. 
The national law will be enforced by fed- 
eral wardens, 

‘‘In giving you the seasons on game, I 
attempt to give you first the state law, 
then the national law and then the sea- 
sons in which a man can hunt without 
een upon either state or federal 
aw. 

“There {is no conflict so far as quail, 
possum, squirrel, deer and wild turkey are 
concerned. The law only applies to migra- 
tory birds. 

**There is a provision in the national law 
which states that where the state law is 
shorter than the national law, the state 
law will prevail. Some of. the bag Pimits 
have been changed, too.- Your attention 1s 
called to these because the possession of a 
state license will not precent a hunter from 
being prosecuted for violation of the fed- 
eral migratory bird act. Five separate 
prosecutions have already been entered un- 
der the federal act, and the migratory bird 
act has been sustained by the lower courts. 
This is given as information to the hunt- 
ers of the state. 

‘‘Hunters in this state will also find print- 
ed upon the back of every license the open 
season and the bag limit, which will be ob- 
served by the county same wardens of this 
state and the state department. 

“The open season on doves, state law, 1s 
from Angust 1 to August 31 and November 
20 to March 1. The open season , federal 
law, is from October 16 to January 31. 
Under the fedgral law the open season in 
which no prosecution would result either by 
state or federal authorities would be from 
November 20 to January 31. 

“Snipe, open season, state law, Decem- 
ber 1 to May 1. Federal law, November 1 
to January 31. Under the federal law this 
would mean that snipe could be lawfully 
hunted in Georgia from December Ir to Janu- 
ary 31 

“The open season on migratory duck, 
state law, is from September 1 to April 20, 
Open season, federal law, November 1 to 
January 31. Under the federal law, the 
open season would extend from November 
1 to January, 31, without violation of 
either state or fdéderal laws. ’ 

“These are the changes that have been 
made in the game season in Georgia except 
that a special provision has. been made for 
wild geese, in ‘which the season runs from 
November 1 to January 31, with a bag 
limit of eight in any one day. The state 
law treats geese the same as wild duck. 

‘‘For the benefit of those sportsmen who 
desire a schedule in which neither law will 
be violated and a bag limit the following 
schedule is prepared: 

‘Quail and Wild Turkey—Open season, 
November 20 to March 1. Bag Hmit on 
quail, 25 in one day.

UNUTILIZED POWER 


Ever since the signing of the 
armistice France has been insid- 
iously and industriously at work de- 
veloping the nation’s water power 
resources, the country being con- 
fronted with the necessity of find- 
ing a power substitute for the coal 
lost through the destruction of 
mines and pits curing the war. 

With France it was a question of 
either making wp for the loss of 
coal or of suffering industrial deca- 
dence; and the country’s latent or 
partially developed hydro-electric 
resources were given immediate 
and aggressive attention. 

Remarkable progress has been 
made; but not enough to satisfy the 
demands of the country, whose citi- 
zens, after four years of gruelling 
and withering warfare and destruc- 
tion, are “champing the bit” and 
2ager to get to work on enterprises 
of restoration, reconstruciion and 
industrial development. And now 
the Frenckr government is said to be 
planaing to earry out experiments 
in tide power development on the 
north coast of Brittany to see 
whether the ocean cannot be har- 
nessed and its power utilized to as- 
sist the rivers in making good the 
scarcity of coal. 

The idea of harnessing the tides 
is not new. In fact, inventors have 
been experimenu.ing, with varying 
degrees of success, along that line 
for many years, and there was a 
time when tide mills were more or 
less common, though they never 
were ungualifiecly successful. 

French ingenuity, under the spur 
of necessity, may be able to work 
yut a plan whereby to overcome the 
disadvantages that heretofore have 
discouraged the use of vide power; 
and at any rate the proposed experi- 
ments on the Brittany coast will be 
watched with world-wide interest. 

There is a vast amount of natural 
power, beside that of the tides, that 
is goine to waste in the wor.d: Air 
currents—wind—for example; the 
rays of the sun; the energy that is 
manifested, and brought within the 
possible grasp of man, én volcanoes. 

But for a long while to come we 
of the American continent will 
probably need no power in addition 
to that which our water courses can 
be maae to suppiy. And until those 
power resource: are developed to a 
point somewhere near the limit of 
possibility we need to give little se- 
rious thought to the development of 
tide mills on our,own coasts, nor to 
any other purely specufative power- 
producing possibility. 

Let us develop our hydro-electric 
power resources—only an infinites- 
imal part of which has thus far 
been put to purpose. And whén we 
gio that no war nor rumcr oi war in 
our coalfields will need give us 
more than passing concern! | |

War Not to Stand for Any Political “Buck Passing.”

Washington, November 19.—(Spe- 
cial)—There is a great deal of 
speculation, of course, as to what 
the new military policy of this gov- 
ernment will be. Although the re- 
publican extra session has been 


laboring on the proposition for_six 
months no man, not even the chfair- 
man of the committees in the re- 
spective branches, can give any in- 
telligent information on the sub- 
ject. Along broad lines, however, 
I would say this— 


The standing army will not, ex- 
céed 300,000 men, and more proba- 
bly will be held to 250,000 men. 

The citizen soldiery, or national 
guard, will be maintained by much 


more liberal federal co-operation 
than before the 


2 
The officers’ y atte system 
will be “selective” in a degree, but 


hedged so that undue influences for 
or against an individual may be 
eliminted. 


All officers will be promoted from 
a single list, which means there will 


be no separate prometion from in- 
dividual branches of the services, 
thus removing one of the oldest 
causes of friction. 


There will be a limited system of 
universal training, to cover such a 


period as will insure physical de- 
velopment, give the youth the ele- 
ments of military training, teach 
him something in a vocational way 
that will be of use in after life; 
and that illiterates may have a 
chance to overcome that handicap. 
I mention these as fundamentals, 
all of which, I believe, will be in- 
corporated in the final measure. 


The big development of the Amer- 
ican Legion convention in Minneap- 
Olis was that the soldier does not 
intend to be hoodwinked in poli- 
tics. The American veteran of the 


world war is watching both of the 
major parties with a weather eye. 
While the legion, as an organiza- 
tion, numbering more than a mil- 
lion young men from every walk of 
life, and from. the professions, 
trades, banks, industries and farms, 
touching every militia district and 
every voting precinct in the union, 
will not enter politics—a very wise 
decision assuredly—the action of 
the convention very plainly evidenc- 
ed the determination of the individ- 
uals not to stand for any political 
‘“‘buck-passing.” 


It will be recalled that the out- 
standing feature of the convention 


was the slap taken at the republican 
congress on the bonus question. 
Congress was practically told that 


what the soldiers wanted was ac- 
tion. In an attempt to shift respon- 
sibility for. any soldier grants -d 


emoluments onto the sr .ders of 
the soldiers themselves, the repub- 
lican majority of congress had pass- 
ed the word that it would wait un- 
til the legiqn convention was held 
and then pass such beneficial leg- 
islation for the soldier as the sol- 
dier himself demanded. 


The attitude taken at Minneapo- 
lis was that, much as the soldiers 
might want some cémpensation, 
they resented congress putting 
them in the position of having to 


ask for it and stipulate-the sum. 
They did not seem to appreciate the 
“courtesy” of congress allowing the 
ex-soldier to become a mendicant 
and make him ask for what th ex- 
soldier und«rstood it was the wish 
of the people he should have. Con- 
sequently, after much debate on 
those points, in which the delegates 
“spoke out-in meeting” they ap- 
proved the resolution asking for 
some legislation on a bonus as well 
as on a home loan bill, refusing 
point blank to name any sum as 
congress hoped they would do. 


With respect to the soldier’s bu- 
reaus of the federal government 
the convention for the first time 
definitely ~'--ed the burden on ccn- 
gress, where it belongs. An €eE‘e- 
ment of criticism has run over the 


country directed at tho bureau of 
war risk insurance ar” the federal 
board of vocational rehabilitation, 
which has to do with the retraining 
and re-education of wounded sol- 
diers, sailors and marines. The re- 
port approved at the convention 
gave the federal] board a clean bill 
of health and only asked better leg- 


islative co-operation on the part of 


congress. 

‘The report asked the bureau of 
war risk’ insurance, rvcnresented at 
the convention by its di~ Col- 
onel R. G. Cholmeley-Jones, to see 


what could be done by wav of re- 
ducing rates. Then it asked con- 
gress to act speedily on the benefi- 
cial legislation that has been rec- 
ommended t”% it bv the ~* -'nistra- 
tion. It asked particular that the 
Sweet bills, vivin~ hirher ce~nen- 
sation to totally @‘-shled men, and 
permitting the payment of war in- 
surance in a lump sum, as recom- 
merdaod by the bureau, be immedi- 
ately passed by the senate, where 
it is being held up by the Smoot 
subcommittee of the appropriations 
committee. With these things done 
the approved report declared war 
risk would be a desirable boon to 
the soldier, and it demanded that 
congress get busy immediately.

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The New Rumania Crisis

The new crisis which has arisen 
over Rumanian action in Hungary 
and elsewhere serves to draw at- 
tention yet once more to one of the 
most complete failures of the Paris 
conference. Today defiant and prac- 
tically independent of the au- 
thority of the peace confer- 
ence, Rumania was until the issue 
was joined in Paris one of the na- 
tions which might have been most 
useful in the erection of a new sys- 
tem in Europe. 

The -manner in which Rumania 
was lost, the essential justice of 
those Rumanian contentions which 
were rejected, the conspicuous part 
played by President Wilson him- 
self, in the Rumanian episode, these 
details have been very Aittle dis- 
cussed or known on this side of the 
water. Yet the truth is that as 
early as the session of May 31 Ru- 
mania, through her prime minister, 
M. Bratiano, presented her case and 
her decision. 

The break between Rumania and 
the Paris conference had its origin 
not in any territorial question, but 
in a discussion arising over the ef- 
fort of the great powers to assert 
the right to interfere in the domes-. 
tic affairs of Rumania on behalf of 
minorities and obviously to estab- 
lish such a right would have meant 
to transform Rumania into a de- 
pendent state. 

The Rumanian contention was 
this: It was prepared to accept 
without question any procedure 
which was accepted by all nations. 
In other words, if France, Great 
Britain, Italy and the United States 


agreed that the league of nations 
should have the right to interfere 
in their domestie affairs, on behalf 
of minorities, Rumania was willing 
to agree to the same principles. But 
what was asked of Rumania was 
that she should concede not to the 
league of nations, but to the four 
great powers a right to interfere in 
her affairs, while no such right was 
admitted by the powers themselves. 
Essential Difference. 

Such an admission on the part of 
Rumania would concede an essen- 
tial difference between great pow- 
ers and small powers, thus deny- 
ing one of the great principles sup- 
posed to be established at Paris. 
As M. Bratiano pointed out to Mr. 
Wilson, Italy has acquired territo- 
ries in which a large minority of 
the population was not Italian, but 
no suggestion was advanced that 
Italy should agree that the league 
of nations, much less the other 
great powers, should have the right 
to, intervene on behalf of the Ger- 
man-speaking Tyrolese for exam- 
ple. 

Very eloquently and aptly M. 
Bratiano pointed out that the fact 
that the minorities in Turkey had 
been permitted to look to the out- 
side nations for support had con- 
tributed to the ruin of Turkey and 
he might have added that the 
minorities themselves had never 
profited by this situation. What he 
asked for his country was the same 
situation as was established for the 
great powers. 

In the same session the represent- 
atives of Jugo-Slavia pushed home 
an equally strong argument. Ser- 
bia, because of her less comforta- 
ble situation, was prepared to ac- 
cept the right of the great powers 
to intervene on behalf of the minor- 
ities in territories awarded to the 
new Jugo-Slav state by the pend- 
ing treaty, but she rejected such 
rights as applied to. territories 
which were her own before the war. 
In a word, to use a parallel, by pre- 
cisely the same principal which was 
to be applied to Jugo-Slavia, the 
British empire would be obliged to 
admit the right of the United States, 
France and Italy, not merely to 
interfere on behalf of the minori- 
ties which in fact are the majori- 
ties, in the German colonies ac- 
quired as a cansequence of the war, 
but also in the case of the Irish, 
the Egyptians, the, inhabitants of 
India, etc. 

These arguments of the two 
smaller states, Rumania and Serbia, 
were met by an impassioned address 
of President Wilson at the May 31 
session. In this address the presi- 
dent demanded for the great pow- 


ers the right to regulate the con- 
ditions of the smaller nations, like 
Rum@gnia, as a necessary condition 
to the defense of these states by 
the great powers. He told the Ru- 
manians and the Serbs that the 
great powers had borne the burden 
of the war, that they would have 
to bear the burden of maintaining 
peace and that the United States, 
for example, could not be ex ted 
to consent to troops to rope 
to defend Serbia and Rumania if 


i” 


the conditions in these countries 
were such as to displease Ameri- 
cans and affront American ideals. 


Unhappy Consequences. 

The consequences of this debate 
were unhappy. The view advocated 
by President Wilson prevailed, 
Jugo-Slavia and Rumania were or- 
dered toa accept the treaty with 


Austria, into which this provision 
about minorities in their own pop- 
ulation was inserted, and both at 
once refused and have continued to 
refuse to sign the treaty. The Ru- 
manian delegation withdrew from 
the peace conference, and has since 
that time acted on its own judz- 
ment, frequently in defiance of the 
Paris conference. OR 

the Ru- 


In the United States 
manian course has been frequently 
represented as resting upon a dis- 
putg over territory; the fact is 


otherwise; at its inception it was 
a refusal on the part of Rumania 
to concede that four great powers 
should have the right to interfere 
in her domestic affairs, while these 
same powers permitted no such in- 
terference even by the league of 
nations. It was the protest. of a 
small power against the framing of 
special legislation based on a dis- 
tinction between large and small 
nations and making applicable to 
small nations principles which were 
not applied to large. 

This break between Rumania and 
the western nations was accentu- 
ated by the course of the i-...is con- 


ference with respect of Bessarabia. 
This former Russian province was 
in part Rumanian as late as the 
middle of the last century, te lare- 
est single ethnic element, amount- 
ing to about 50 per cent, is Ruman- 
ian. The desire of these Rumanians 
to join the new Rumanian nation is 
undenied, yet the Paris cc ference 
declined to.accept the fact of union, 
consummated by the parliaments of 
Rumania nd Bessarabia, because 
of a fear lest this would lose for 
them the support of the nti- 
bolshevik elements in Russia. gen 
the Germans before their collapse, 
had accepted as an accomplished 
fact the union between Bessarabia 
and Rumania, but the Paris confer- 
ence declined to accept it, and still 
declines, although the union is en- 
tirely accomplished. 

Meantime the allies themselves 
are hopelessly divided in the matter 
of Rumania. Italy has made a com- 


mon cause with Rumania, both 
against the Paris conference and 
against the Jugo-Slavs. The French 
people are more and more tending 
to approve the Rumanian conten- 
tion, and the United States has no 
rcal support left, save possibly Brit- 
ish. In this situation Paris state- 
ments of American origin are more 
and more hecoming propacv*nrda for 
the American contention and more 
and more seekine to establish the 
idea that the trouble with Rumania 
-rows out .of terrtiorial ambiticns. 
The truth is otherwise, the trouble 
had its origin in the attemnt to cre- 
ate distinction between larre and 
amall states ard to apply to the 
small states principles conveniently 
suspended in the case of the large.

HEALTH TALKS | 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


KINDA CHILLY, CATCHING COLD. 

Although numerous ecarefully 
conducted experiménts on animals 
have been made in an effort to 


prove that exposure to cold and wet 
predisposes to infection of the 
respiratory organs—or, in simple 
words, renders the body more likely 
to take “cold’—the net result of 
these experiments has been unsatis- 
factory, questionable. In the small 
number of expériments made upon 
human subjects—men with the 
hardihood to endure very uncom- 
fortable cold, wet and exposure 
merely for the sake of the experi- 
ment—the conclusion has been 
rather against the notion that ex- 
posure predisposes especially to 
respiratory infections. 

I must define “respiratory infec- 
tion.” Any disease which is com- 


municable and whose causative 
germ or virus enters the body 
through the lining of the respiratory 
organs (nose, throat, bronchial 
tubes, lungs) is a respiratory in- 
fection. Included under this head- 
ing are coryza (common “cold” in 
the head), acute tonsillitis, quinsy, 
acute laryngitis, brenchitis, pneu- 
monia, influenza, diphtheria, the 
various infections called “grippe,” 
epidemic cerebro-spinal meningitis, 
infantile paraiysis ipdotiomrotitis}, 
tuberculosis, measles, scarlet fever, 
whooping cough, mumps, probably 
chicken pox and smallpox.’ But peo- 
ple who speak of “colds” usually 
mean coryZa, sore throat, laryngitis, 
bronchitis or pneumonia. 

The obstinate fact, so difficult to 
get around in any discussion of the 


nature and cause of alleged “colds” 
is that a chill or chilly sensation 
is commonly experienced by the vic- 
tim of a respiratory infecton at the 
beginning of the illness, and it re- 
quires a master logician to con- 
vince him that the chill or chilliness 
has not -brought on the illness. 


Still, we doctors must not be too 
severe on the poor laity. It was 
only about two generations ago 
that the profession, too, imagined 
that chilling had an important 
etiological bearing, and advised be- 
nighted patrons accordingly. That 
was before the communicable char- 
acter of the respiratory infectons 
known as “cold.” The doctors had 
to be there with an explanation 
even if there was none. It is our 
way. If inescapably cornered we 
can resort to the old reliable expedi- 
ent of jawbreaking words or 
phrases, and the poor layman turns 
away with a wan smile and a diazy 
feeling. 

The chilliness or actual chill 
which introduces ‘an attack of 
quinsy, pneumonia, coryza or what- 
not, is as definitely a symptom or 
sign’ of kacterial infection already 
consummated as is the fever or 
prostration or malaise which fol- 
lows. The incinient chill of pneu- 
monia is indeed accompanied by a 
marked rise of temperature, if the 
body temperature is measured in 
the midst of the chill. 

Why, it is as absurd and childish 
to think of the chill as a cause ofa 
respiratory infection as it is to con- 
sider the chill of malaria a cause of 
that disease. 

Not until the misconcention of 
chilliness is corrected in the popu- 
lar mind will the lazy, incompetent 
doctor be compelled to discard the 
a “diagnosis” of a “heavy 
cold.’

The citizens of the village 
had just nominated a candidate, and 
the honest men knew that there 
was not a ghost of a chance of their 
defeating the liquor interests, When 
this intoxicated youth stumbled. 
into the meeting, to show his con- 
tempt for the other candidate, a 
merchant arose and nominated the 
boy for mayor, saying “tven though 
he was drunk, he was a thousand 
times a better candidate than thea 
nominee of the machine gang.” . To 
the astonishment of the community. 
the youth was elected. He never 
drank another drop. He studied 
law, gave the town a perfect ad- 
ministration, won a host of friends, 
became an idéal citizen, fulfilled a 
career of honor and distinction. 
That strange nomination was like 
a powerful tonic in his intellect and 
his confidence. It is sometimes said 
that “every Shakespeare who ever 
grew up has been heard from.” In 
terms of poetry that may be true, 
but in terms of manhood and hero- 
ism, not every noble soul has been 
heard from. Many a man is full 
of undeveloped resources, packed 
with latent treasure, that wait for 
the hour when some friend will evoke 
the latent gift and start the youth 
on a new and nobler career. It is 
always safer to trust our hopes than 
our fears. Nine times out of ten 
confidence is repaid, and men an- 
swer trust with loyalty, friendship 
with integrity.

New York, November 19.—Those 
hardy, cynical souls who sneered 
at the late Bishop Potter’s famous 
Subway Tavern, opened in 1903 at 
the corner of Mulberry and Bleecker 
streets, now realize that something 
must be done along Bishop Potter's 
line to give the workingman a 
substitute for the saloon. Had the 
Subway Tavern” been encouraged 
the saloon might have survived. 

The wail goes up among the New 
York laboring classes that the rich 
have their clubs and well stocked 
liquor cellars. They have no com- 
mon meeting places now in the 
tenement districts. The purpose of 
the Potter Subway Tavern was to 
provide for decent men and women 
a well run, legitimate place for 
liquid refreshments, where _ soft 
and other drinks were sold in purest 
quality and at reasonable prices. 

No drunken men were served and 
the meretricious custom of group 
treating was forbidden. So many 
puritans held up their hands in hor- 
nor at the idea that a bishop should 
be so remotely connected with rum 
that the ensutmg malicious propa- 
ganda killed the place. 

The Tavern became as much of a 
“slumming party” mecca as the joss 
house in Chinatown. “Yap wagons” 
—as Bowerites called the sight-see- 
ing buses—made nightly stop out- 
‘ide the establishmeat and visitors 
from such metropolitan strongholds 
as Greenup, Ky.; Tuscaloosa, Ala., 
and Sauk Center, Wis., invaded the 
“church saloon”—to the embarrass- 
ment of the bartenders and the dis- 
zust of honest patrons. 

The Tavern breathed its last after 
ayear anda half. Social students 
—essentially and antithetically dif- 
ferent from that sweet duo-geder- 
hood, the “uplifters”—realize that 
the public house is a neighborhood 
necessiay. The saloon was, what- 
ever else it might have been, the 
clubhouse of the workingman, who 


scorns the danity fastnesses of the 
stereotype settlement house.

WORKS DESTROYED 
BY GREAT BLAZE

Sixteen Negro Houses 
Burned Down and Fire- 
men Have Hard Time in 
Preventing Further 
Spread. 


LOSS CAUSED BY FIRE 
ESTIMATED AT $75,000 


Stiff Breeze Blowing at 
Time Handicaps Work 
of Fire-Fighters — The 
Flames Get Start in Va- 
riety Works.

The Atlanta Variety Works, owned 
and. operated by J. H. Zachary, at 
192 Humphries, and sixteen negro 
tenant houses on Humphries, near 
McDaniel street, were burned to the 
ground late Wednesday afternoon. 
No figures on the property loss have 
been given out, but fire department 
officials estimate the damage will 
approximate $75,000. The origin of 
the fire is believed to have been in 
the variety works, where brooms. 
mops and other inflammable mate- 
rials are manufactured. 

A stiff breeze blowing at the time 
the alarm was turned in fanned the 
flames and in a few minutes after 
the firemen reached the scene, the 
blaze had started its work of de- 
struction on the  gsurroundjng 
houses. 

The fight wagéd by the firemen 
was greatly handicapped by the in- 
tense heat and dense smoke coming 
from the blazing structures, and for 
some time it was thought a genera! 
conflagration would result. Hard 
work, however, confined the fire to 
averted after an hour of heroic 
one block, and the danger was 
struggle on the part of the fire- 
men. 

The broom factory was a mass 
of flames when the fire trucks ar- 
rived on the scene, and the work of 


saving the frame structures around 
the factory. 

Valuable material stored in the 
factory and stock rooms 
broom plant were completely de- 
stroyed, the heat preventing volun- 
teer workers from bringing the ma- 
terial through the sheet of fire to 
the safety zone. 

Most of the negro tenants in the 
destroyed houses succeeded in savy« 
ing their household goods, but the 
rapid manner in which the flames 
spread, forcei many to desert their 
homes before the contents could be 
Salvaged. | 

Although there were many narrow 
escapes from injury through fall- 
ing timbers and confusion of the 
panic-stricken residents of the 
neighborhood, no lives were lost in 
the conflagration.

HOME COOKING 


By MRS. M. A. WILSON 
Queen Victoria’s Former Cuisiniere

Feeding the small child from two 
to four years of age, the mother 
should keep in mind that the baby 
is now cutting its first teeth, and 
unless the foods are rich in bone 
and tooth and body-building’ mate- 
rials the ‘structure, strength and 
enamel of the teeth will be of such 
a charact®r that decay starts very 
early. And the child finally loses 
these teeth iong before the proper 
time for the second and permanent 
teeth to make their appearance. 

Ameng the materials needed are 
lime and mineral salts, such as are 
found abundantly in good milk, 
eges, whole wheat bread and a 
good grade of dairy butter, cereals 
and fresh fruits, particularly or- 
anges, apples and prunes. 

This is the time for the mother to 
teach the child the life-forming 
habits for health and strength by 
eating plenty of good, wholesome, 
plain toods. The old nglish idea 
of preparing the children’s meals in 
advance of the family has much to 
comnmend itself to the wise mother. 
It is this method that makes it pos- 
sible for the mother not only to 
plan the correct diet for her chil- 
dren, but also to make the diet a 
corrective one. 

The small child needs, in addition 
to the foods that wil build‘his teeth 
and body, foods that will furnish 
him with the power for energy for, 
his many activities. His diet should 
be of such a character that it will | 
supply the necessary roughage or 
ballast to create an active elimina- 
tion of the waste products from the 
body. 

Many homes where it is vitally 
necessary to fight the high cost of 
living by elimination of the expen- 
sive and unnecessary foods, the 
mother often feels that now that 
baby is able to eat solid foods, milk 
may be dispensed with. This is 
surely a serious mistake. Milk is 
not only the one absolutely, neces- 
sary food for the growing child, but 
is also a body, tissue and bone food 
and it contains all the vitally nec- 
essary and life-Biving elements that 
are necessary for the growing child 
to have. Milk is also a corrective 
food, because it contains the vita- 
mines. 

These vitamines are known as fat 
soluble A and water soluble B, the 
two unknown elements in food that 
actually promote growth. Scientists 
tell us that unless the vitamines 
are present in sufficient quantities 
in our daily food supply that the 
body is stunted and does. not grow

Bread made from whole wheat 
should be given the children three 
times each day, not just occasion- 
ally, but each and every day, spread 
with good creamery butter. - 

Where rigid economy is necessary. 
make a choice of apples or prunes, 
baked, stewed or raw; a’ well)- 
cooked cereal, milk, whole wheat 
bread and butter. Diseard the ex- 
pensive meats and sweets. 

Cereals must be the natural well- 
cooked grains, rather than the 
ready-to-eat or partially prepared 
food. Barley, corn, natural rice, 
whole wheat and oatmeal should be 
served for variety. 

How to Cook Cereal for Small Child. 

Use a double boiler that is kept 
for this purpose alone. Fill the 
bottom compartment with boiling 
water, then place ecne cup of boil- 
ing water in the top compartment 
and add four level tablespoons of 
the cereal desired. Stir to prevent 
lumping, then cover and cook slow- 
ly for four and a half hours, or 
Over night in the fireless cooker. 
Cereals cooked in this manner will 
not cause digestive disturbances 
and will have the full nutty flavor 
of well-cooked cereals that the 
growing child needs. 

For variety add to the cereal 
while cooking two tablespoons of 
chopned raisins or apples, dates, 
figs, currants, ete. Stir well to 
blend. The leftover cereal may be 
molded in demitasse cups or smal] 
custard cuns and served with a cus- 
tard sauce for dessert.

Four level tablespoons of corn- 
starch, 

Stir .to dissolve the starch, then 
bring to a boil 4nd cook slowly in 
hot water bath for half an hour, 
adding:

Stir to dissolve, then bring to a 
boil and cook slowly for fifteen min- 
utes. Now add 

Two tablespoons of sugar, 

One-half teaspoon of vanilla, 

Yolk of one egg. 

Beat hard to mix, then pour over 
the unmolded snow pudding.

IN REACTION GRIP 


Speculative Shares Wit- 
ness Extreme Losses of 
5-33 Points, and Steady- 
ing Period in Final Hour 
Only Moderate. 


New York, November 19.—The 


forces of reaction were again in 
undisputed control of the stock mar- 
ket today. Recurrent liquidation 
in large volume caused further se- 
vere depreciation of quoted values, 
speculative shares showing extreme 
losses of 5 to 33 points. 

There was little in the day's de- 
velopments to offer hope or comfort 
to the bull element, apart from the 
decision of the loc&l federal reserve 
bank to make no change in exist- 
ing rates of rediscount. 

Call loans were “pegged” at 12 
per cent until the last half 
hour, when the rate dropped to 10. 
With this indication of money ease 
came the first material rally of the 
session, a few stocks showing mark- 
ed strength, while others made va- 
riable, but mostly moderate recov- 
eries.

New York, November 19.—Trading on the stock exchange today 
was heavier than yesterday; the opening was very unsettled. Then 
there was an upward movement in prices followed by a renewal of 
liquidation which, carried: a number of shares below’the low’ prices 
touched last week. This selling was by disheartened holders who 
carried their stock through last week’s storm only to see prices ad- 
vance and then again start to decline. 

Money was again a feature of the market. Call loans opened at 12 
per cent with 10 per cent low. Time money remained at 7% and 8 per 
cent bid with offerings very light. 

But the most important news development of the day was a further 
decline to new low records in this market for exchange on France, Eng- 
land a Italy. Wall street connects the demoralized condition of the 
foreign exchange market with the developments at Washington with 
treaty negotiations. 

Exports Fall Off. 


Wall street also expects the existing condition in the foreign ex- 
change market to be reflected in our foreign trade statements. That 
our exports for the-month of November will show a heavy falling off 
is taken for granted. 

Dispatches from Chicago were printed in Wall street today qtoting 
George “*. Reynolds, president of the Continental and Commercial Na- 
tional Bank, as saying that the readjustment in the general credit situ- 
ation will be slow. Reynolds, who had just returned from a trip to 
New York, added: 

“The situation is one in which improvement will be a slow read- 
justment. There is no overnight cure. The federal reserve banking sys- 
tem, as a whole, is carrying $1,700,000,000 government securities for 
member banks which have made these securities the basis for redis- 
count. This is the root of the trouble, so far as the operations of the 
reserve banks are goncerned. 

“Owners of these securities cannot sell them without, in many in- 
stances, heavy losses, owing to the declines in the price of Liberty 
bonds on the open market. It is very difficult for b.nks, therefore, to 
force the sale of these securities and payment of loans through pro- 
ceeds. The real cure, which can ‘only come gradually, is through in- 
creased savjngs on the part of the public and payment of ioans at 
banks.” . 

Wall Street Gossip. 

Wall street learned around noon that’ there had been a meeting 
of all of the governors of the federal reserve banks throughout’ the 
country at Washington today, with the directors of the federal reserve 
board. In the private dispatches received covering this meeting it was 
stated that one of the subjects uppermost in the decision of gener 

conditions we the holdings of governme it b nds by banks in the form | 
of collateral for loans. Another topic which came in for much discus- 
sion was the continued decline in foreign exchange. 

There was heavy selling of Liberty bonds again today with prices 
lower.

Welcomes Prince. 


Wall street suspended business today for an hour to welcome the! 
Prince of Walés to the financial district. The roar that went up from 
the floor of the stock exchange when the royal visitor appeared in the 
gallery could be heard for blocks. Dressed in a light gray overcoat and 
surrounded by a throng of officials and attendants, the prince bowed 
his acknowledgments and waved his derby hat when the brokers gave 
three mighty cheers with “Wales” at the end. All through the neigh- 
boring streets women and men clung to perilous window ledges to catch 
a glimpse of the future king. After seeing the stock exchange, the 
prince visited the sub-treasury and then took luncheon at the chamber 
of commerce. Meantime, sterling exchange was breaking two or three 
more cents to the pound and the stock market itself went into a slump 
when trading was resumed. 

While the break in sterling is regarded in London financial circles 
as perfectly natural, and while the chancellor of the exchequer has an- 
nounced that no effort will be made to support the rate, the decline is 
causing more and more apprehension than our own financial quarters. 
According to reports among bankers, the movement has been accentu- 
ated by the growing difficulty British interests are exper‘encing in ar- 
ranging even temporary bank credits here, which were granted to a 
considerable extent some months ago. As a mattér of self protection 
the bankers have had to demand additional margins in making these} 
loans. In addition, it seems probable that the general campaign against | 
over extension of credit has had its effect on this sort of accommodation. 

Silver Fails To Hold Own,

market today, the silver stocks, in spite of the new high record quota- 
tions for the metal, failed to hold their own. Silver metal at London!

Inarecent story commenting upon 
southern football in contrast with 
that of the big colleges of the east 
and middle west hurried editing 
caused a head-writer—not the 
sporting editor—to say over my 
story “Tech Should Not Play North- 
ern Teams.”

There is pathos, more pathos than 
humor, back of the threatened war 
in baseball. It is a situation that is 
close to tragedy—this picture of 


two men who have worn out in the 
game, battling each other almost to 
the finish. 

There is always something sad in 
the spectacle of two men who have 
been close friends turning into bit- 
ter enemies and hating each other 
—or at least working themselves 
into a semblance of rage. -That is 
the spectacle in organized baseball. 
Take away the personal fight be- 
tween Ban Johnson and Charlie 
Comiskey and the troubles of base- 
ball would be settled, and probably 
settled right. 

Yet, Johnson, sick and worn, a 
tired man, grown old before his 
time, and Comiskey, aged, worn out, 
sick and nervous, with a heavier 
burden of troubles than he ever be- 
fore has borne, fight each other. 


Is Pathetic Story. 


It is rather a pathetic story. IL 
although I am a partisan of Comis- 
key, and have sided with him:since 
1892, can tell it, I believe, impar- 
tially. 

When I first met Comiskey, I was 
a kid reporter, just breaking into 
the game, and naturally’ timid. 
Johnson was a big sporting editor. I 
can feel now the disdain he dis- 
played. There was a big’ story 
loose. I knew it, and watched the 
old reporters pass me and go to 
Comiskey for the facts of it. 

At last, gathering courage, I went 
to him and he greeted me with, “Sit 
down. Wait till 1 dress and wel’ll 
go over and get a sassyparilla.” 

And he, the big man of baseball, 
took a kid reporter and, for an 
hour, patiently explained and went 
into details until I understood the 
case and all its past history. Nat- 
urally, since then, when Johnson 
and Comiskey quarrel, I’m with 
Comiskey. 

The pity of it, aside from the fact 
they are hurting their own league 
and endangering baseball, lies in 
the fact that two men who ought to 
be friends, now in their declining 
years, are hurting not only them- 
selves, but the sport. 

It was Comiskey who made John- 
son.- I never shall forget the meet- 
ing of the old Western league, at 
which it happened, or the manner in 
which Comiskey handled the situa- 
tion. Johnson was the sporting 
editor of The Cincinnati Commer- 
cial Tribune. John T. Brush owned 
the Cincinnati club, and entertained 
a deadly hatre dof Johnson. He had 
tried to drive the editor out of the 
city. Comiskey was manager of the 
Cincinnati club, owned by Brush, 
yet a personal friend of Johnson. 

All the time, from the Brother- 
hood years on, Comiskey’s idea was 
to “come back home.” He was born 
and reared in Chicago, and his 
great ambition was to own a Chi- 
cago club. After the Brotherhood, 
he was partially forgiven;and sent 
to Cincinnati, under a long contract 
wth Brush. On the side, he had ne- 
gotiated for the purchase of the St. 
Paul club in the Western league, 
with a. view of quitting the Na- 
tional—which he hated, and still 
hates, because it smashed the 
Brotherhood and ruined the asso- 
ciation. Brush owned the Indianap- 
olis club in the Western league, as 
well as the Cincinnati club. 


Required Delicate Politics. 


It required rather delicate poli- 
tics for Comiskey to put over his 
plan. He wanted to elect some 
friend of his president of 
Western, and he selected Johnson. 
Through frieidship with three 
Western owners he had 4 votes for

It is not generally known, but 
that one kindly act of Brush was 
the thing that probably saved the 
National le&gue from later being 
entirely wrecked. At one stage of 
the war between the American and 
National leagues, the National was 
practically bankrupt, and the Amer- 
ican had just received a huge addi- 
tion to its financial resources. Two 
National league club owners, des- 
perate, were ready to break away 
and form an alliance withthe Amer- 
ican, wrecking the old cfreuit, but 
because Brush had been good to 
him, Comiskey refused to stand for 
it, although since the days of the 
Brotherhood, he has hated, and de- 
sired the destruction of, the Na- 
tional league. 

It was during the close friendship 
of Johnson and Comiskey, which 
endured for years, that the Amer- 
ican league became strong and more 
powerful than its faction-torn com- 
petitor. The team work of the two 
friends was admirable; their admi- 
ration: for and praise of each other 
was wonderful; and then they quar- 
relled. The quarrel was over triv- 
ialties. The reasons themselves are 
forgotten, but the real cause was 
that Johnson believed himself 
grown too great for Comiskey’s 
help to be needed, &nd Comiskey 
felt it. 

For three years they waged vi- 
cious war on each other and then 
made up. Probably their relaations 
never were quite the same again, 
but the peace was observed by boih 
and prosperity returned to the 
league. It waas “Bee Bee and 
“Commy” again. They hurmed and 


fished together, and the old wounds 


were healed. 
Breach Was Reopened. 


In tye early period of America’s 
partici ation in the war, the old 
breach reopened. Comiskey  be- 
lieved Yohnson was trying to usurp 
power and close the ball parks 
without consulting the owners. 
Johnson’s order, terminating the 
season when Secretary, of War 
Baker issued his “work or fight” 
decision, caused the final split. 
But the cause behind these causes 
was the same; Comiskey believed 
Johnson was assuming too much 
power. 

Garry Herrmann’s recent effort to 
patch up a truce between the war- 


fring ractions has come to notihng 


thus far. It is hard to see how the 
factions can compromise. They are 
just two strong, stubborn men, re- 
fusing to yield an inch to the 
other, although perhaps either one 
would be willing to yield much for 
the sake of the good of the game. 

Comiskey and Johnson are both 
in bad health, and worry is one of 
the big causes of their physical con~ 
dition. 

Working together, they might 
clean up baseball in a week. Work- 
ing against each other, there is 
small chance.

MILTON RAWLINS 
WILL SEEK PARDON 
IN FAMOUS CASE 


Macon, Ga., November 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—An appeal for a pardon for 
Milton Rawlins, the only ome of the 
members of that family now in the 
state penitentiary as a result of the 
murder of the Carter children in 
Lowndes county several yéars ago, 
is to be made the first week in De- 
cember by Attorney John R. Cooper, 
who has handled the case from the 
beginning. Mr. Cooper has written 
Governor Dorsey asking to be heard 
and giving his reason why he thinks 
— should be granted a par- 

on. 

Among other things the attorney 
says Rawlins has been in the peni- 
tentiary fourteen years and has 
made a model prisoner; that his 
brothers, Jesse and Leonard, were 
pardoned several years ago and 
have made excellent citizens; that 
he believes implicitly in the inno- 
cence of the Rawlins’ boys; that 
Judge Mitchell, who tried the case, 
has asked that he be p ardoned, and 
sevéral strong petitions ‘and letters 
of recommendation have been se- 
cured, 

The history of the Rawlins case 
is familiar to most Georgians. It 
has been before the supreme court 
of Georgia three times and before 
the United States supreme court 
twice. J. G. Rawlins, the father of 
the three boys, paid the penalty for 
the crime when he was hanged, his 
three sons being sent to the peni- 
tentiary, the death sentences which 
were passed on Milton and Jesse 
later being commuted to life im- 
prisonment. In November, 1910. 
Hoke Smith, then governor of Geor- 
gia, pardoned the two younger 
boys. 

After the conviction of Rawlins 
and his three sons and the cases 
had been carried to the highest 
courtin the land and affirmed, an 
extraordinary motion for a new tria] 
was made, based on a confession by 
the father of the boys that he hired 
Alf Moore, a negro, to kill old man 


| Carter, and that the boys had noth- 


ing to do with the murder of the 
Carter children. The motion came 
too late to do any good in the courts 
of Georgia. This confession wil] 
be used in the argument before Gov- 
ernor Dorsey as one of the grounds 
on which the

London, November 19.—One hun- 
dred and fifteen/’million gallons ot 
whisky, besides a quantity of other 
spirits in bond in Great Britain, 
were released from war-time reé- 
strictions today and may be dis- 
tributed to all comers who can per- 
suade the dealers to gell. 

Announcement of the removal of 
the restrictions, which was made 
without warning in the house of 
commons by the food controller 
Tuegday, came as a surprise to the 
members, who greeted it with loud 
cheers, 

The liquor trade was equally sur- 
prised, and was besieged by the 
well-to-do.among the publis as soon 
as the unexpected news spread. 
Many orders of from fifty to a hun- 
dred dozens were placed immediate- 
ly in addition to numerous commis- 
sions for smaller quantities. 

Although it is figured that enough 
spirits has been thus freed to sup- 
ply each man, woman and child in 
the country with 36 bottles, it is 
doubtfuji if the public:.will find it 
easy at present to increase’ con- 
sumption to a great extent. The 
government maintains control of the 
maximum price, which for whisky 
is 10 shillings and 6 pence per bot- 
tle, and'‘it is not believed that the 
dealers will sell much below, that 
figure, as the existing high duty 
will remain. 

Moreover restrictions on distilla- 
tion during the war and the neces- 
sity of*> maturing stocks may lead 
the dealers to hold large quanti- 
ties. On the other hand it will be 
possible now to sell all the Ameri- 


can whisky which has reached and 
is still reaching England, though 
clearance from the customs may be 
slow.
